Delia Volpo, is received, 
and so on, in order, tho cardinal prefects 
of the several Roman congregations, the 
nndersccraturics and all others in chnrge 
of the various offices.

days of their audiences. 


During tho rnoruing he receives tho car 


dinnls, tho bishops "ad limina," embassa 
dors who aro going away on leave or who 
have just returued, princes and. members 
of the Eoman nobility and distinguished 
foreigners.

Ho 
is carried out of his apartments tutho gate 
in a sedan chair by tho liveried "sediarii.'J 
or chair porters, or if he goes out by the 
small door known as that of Paul V, the 
carriage awaits him there, and ho gets in 
with the camorioro sogreto.parteoipante, 
who is always a monsignure. It is as well 
to fay hero, for the benefit of non-Cath- 
olics, Unit monsignori arc not necessa- 
rily bishops, nor even consecrated priests, 
the title being really a secular'one.

QUA'S OPINION 


Upon Another Great Question of State. 
City Solicitor Qua has decided that the 


firemen can be paid without waiting for 
the city council to act on the report of the 
committee on salaries. This opinion was 
given this morning. 


Mr. Qua's opinion ou the salary ques- 


tion occasions as much comment as did his 
opinions about the care of city hall and 
the appointment of members of the board 
of health. Lawyers say that opinion num- 
ber three is decidedly off-color, and main- 
tain that this year's city council has no 
right to act on the salary question.

"The local cloth market shows no im- 


provement this week, and if there hay 
been any change in conditions, it has been 
for the worse. There is no demand for 
regular goods ami bri-vkfrs report a falling 
off in the inquiry for odd.s. Prices are 
weak and the outlook is anything but en- 
couraging. 
At the same time the corpor- 


ations can carry the stock 0:1 hand with- 
out embarrassment, and are. as well pre- 
pared financially to operate the machinery 
as their competitors in other centres. 


No immediate curtailment of production 


Is anticipated and it is extremely doubt- 
ful if that remedy could be applied to ad- 
vantage. 
It would prevent a further ac- 


cuxmilatinn, but there is* nothing in the 
situation to indicate that it would stimu- 
late interest among buyers. The latter 
are apparently as well supplied as thev 
care to bf under the circuuistiiuces, and 
manifest uo disposition to anticipate their 
•wants, although sellers would probably 
make concessions. 


Until the various complications which 


are monopolizing public atcentioii are ad- 
justed, a revival of trade cannot be ex- 
pected, but a majority of the mills are 
said to be in a position to declare divi- 
dends for souiir tiiut- -,o come."

KK\V YORK, Jan. 29.—At no time since 


th'.- hu£fimiii£ of hostilities has there been 
such excitement at thu head quartern of 
thu Gubau revolutionists in this city as 
there \viia when it was learned that tho 
Kteatn^liip J. \V, Hawkins, which had 
bouu iitted out at grunt trouble and ex- 
pense us u filibuster, had beon wrecked 
oil tho eiisttro end of Long Island on 
Sunday uiglic, nud luul been abandoned 
by thfc revolutionists and the ci-ew on 
Mondiiy morning. 


The news came aa n thunderbolt among 


the lending Kpirits In rhu revolutionary 
CUMIJI here, for the evening papers, iu their 
lute editions, published a report to the 
u fleet thai* the steamer Hawkins had been 
lit tod out, at Gnu Hundred aud Thirty- 
eighth street and the East river, this city, 
with arms arid ammunition, and this, if 
proved, was likely to get tlte, leaders into 
truiible with the government. 


Minister P;ilma was besieged by callers 


all the afternoon. 
He refused to see re- 


porters, and his associates were evidently 
afraid to do any inikiug. At first every- 
one about huadqunrtci's 
denied point- 


blank that any filibustering expedition 
bad loft hew on the steamer Hawkins or 
any other steamer. It was also denied 
that Hernandez or anyone elso had. called 
at- headquarters and reported that the ox> 
pjdition was wrecked. 


A man who re'used, to give his name, 


but was afterward pcououncod a Spanish 
spy, said that Hernandez had received a 
largo sum of inouey from Minister Palma 
to assist those of the stranded filbisterer 
•who might bo in nc'jd. In the midst of! 
thu excitement there walked into the of- 
fice of til*; minister a young Cuban who 
looked OP if ho had not been asleep all 
inghc. He was at ouco surrounded by a 
dozen or IIIOLO Cubans who embraced and 
Jii.iSLrd him. Thun lio was hurried into one 
0? rho privirte otficus and seen no more. 
He was thought to bu ouc of tho wrecked 
filibusters. 


It was not until about 7 o'clock at night 


wliun about a score uC newspapermen suc- 
ceeded, in getting an interview or state- 
ment from iliuister Pahnu personally. 
He said that in his ofllcial capacity he 
kuew absolutely nothing about the al- 
leged filibustering expedition. 
Ho de- 


clined to say anything aboufc the wreck of 
the Hawkins, or whether ho had received 
a dispatch from Woods Holl, Mass., and 
from JUoston, that those of the revolution- 
ists who had not been taken to New York 
had arrived safely there. 


Ho afterward acl:n.kted, however, that 


he had received a dispatch from Boston. 
Ho also admitted, after a greaC deal of 
pressure, time a young mail had. called 
upju him who was in reed of financial 
assistance and that ho had given money to 
him. What his name was, or whas ho 
wanted the money for, Minister Palma 
would no« state. 


Miniscer Palma was asked if ha had heard 


It reported that sis of the filibusters had, 
been drowned while endeavoring to got into 
tho small boats when tho latter were leav- 
ing the Hawkins, but he had nothing to 
say. Such a statement had been credited 
to Hernandez. 


?i?here was no doubt bjtfc that a largo 


cumber of Cubans had landed from tho 
tug Dalzell at pier 40, North river, in the 
afternoon. Mr. Dalzell was seen at his 
ofUcu 
and 
confirmed 
this statement. 


Where these men went seems to be a 
mystery. 


An Interesting Tale. 


Jose C. Hernandez, a Cuban, who was 


ou board tho Hawkins, told the following 
story to a reporter yesterday afternoon: 


"We lefc New York In tho Hawkins 


last Saturday nisrht," ho began. 
"The 


steamship belonged to the Cuban revolu- 
tionary party, having been purchased re- 
cently by them fur filibustering wprk 
against the Spaniards. 
On board her 


wero li-'O men of tho Cuban revolutionary 
party. In addition, to this was a crew of 
10 men. 
The ship was commanded by 


Captain Hall. C. H. Crowoll was mate. 


"We lefc New York at midnight last 


Saturday. The steamship was then at the 
foot of One Hundred aud Thirth-eighth 
street, East river. 
"We stole out quietly 


in the dead of night, and in a fow min- 
utes were steaming for the Sound. We 
ran smothly enough that night and all tho 
next day. We had no trouble until 3 
o'clock Monday morning. At that time 
tho sea was beginning to get pretty rough, 
and tho engineer asked for help. Ho said 
that the engine room' had sprung aleak, 
a ad that tho pumps wore choked. Two 
men from the revolutionary party were' 
detailed to assist In bailing the engino 
room out with buckets, 


"Later more men wore detailed for the 


same purpose, but tho water kept gaining 
on them. \Vo could not get the water ouc 
of the engino room as fast as it came in, 
and the sua was gcctuig rougher all the 
Time. At last the water came into the en- 
gino room so fast that Captain Hall told 
us to lighten the ship by throwing bogs of 
c<>a'. overboard. Tha ooai was piled up on 
deck. We threw it over as fast as wo 
could, but it did not seem to do any good. 


"Then wo began to throw over the cases 


of arms and ammunition. We had a 
great quantity on buurd. There were over' 
SSO.OOU wort.ii of arms :ilone. We had two 
huichkiss Kuns, 1200 benuington and win- 
cheater rifles and 1,000.000 rounds of am- 
miuiitlou. In addition to this there were 
200u pounds'of dynamite aud a lot of raw 
material for making heavy explosives. 
All these things we threw into the sen, 
which by this time was boiling around us 
and sending great waves over the decks. • 


"We worked all night, aud when day - 


Usht came we had thn»wu all of the cargo 
and coal overboard. Still the water con- 
tinued to gain ou us in the engine room, 
and at lasc ic puc ouc tho llrcs, and we 
fl »;iied at the mercy of the sea aad the 
wluds. 
At intervals, all through the 


hours of diii'kuoss, wo burned rockets aud 
flrcd signals otrfflistress. 


"But it. was not until about 8 o'clock in 


the morning chat we saw any other vcs- 
sul. At thai timo we .sighted three schoon- 
ers, and they sailed a-; closu to us as they 
could with safety. Then it was that wo 
were ordered to take to the boats. 
There 


were sir small boats on tho steamship, 
but- only five of them were available. The 
sixth was so covered with wreckage which 
hud bee u thrown over it by us in tho ef- 
forts to get at tho arms and coal that we 
c-iuul not 'launch IHT i;i time. Wo pot 
iut.o our bo^ts as fast as wo could, bn:C 
there was :iterrible sou, by (his time, and 
the vork was dangerous and slow. 


•'Calixlto Giirum Inig;v was in command 


of the revolutionists, and his sou, Carlos 
Garcia, wjis second in command. General 
Kosa was also "on board. These officers 
ordered us to take to tho boats, and wo 


diet so. 1 was In the first boat. Tnere 
were about,2^ men besides mysolf in that 
boat, and ft was greatly overcrowded and 
hard to manage in the roii^h sea. 


Six Men Drowned. 


"The other GO odd men came in the other 


two boats. £ix were drowned in trying to 
gut into tho last two boats, I do not; 
know the names of nl'rwho wore drowned, 
but ono was a French chemist, who was 
with the 'expedition to inako heavy ex- 
plosives when we got to Cuba. There 
were two of those chemists, but only ouo 
of them was lost. Another of those who 
were drowned was a man named Al- 
verichc. IIo was a member of tho revolu- 
tionary party, as wore tho other four who 
wont down iu thu sea. 


"Tho boat I was in was picked up. by 


the schooner Leamlur V. Bcebc, Captain 
"W. H. Howes, of Boston. She picked up 
the first three boats to leave the steam- 
ship, and the other two were picked up 
by the schooners Helen H. Benedict of Bos- 
ton aad Alicia B. Crossby' of Portland, 
3ile. . 


"We left the ship at 9 o'clock on Jtou- 


d;iy morning, aud 20 minutes later we 
saw hur go down. She gave a great lurch 
to one sitlu and then settled into the sea. 


"The schooner Luauder V. Beebe sailed 


for tills port, bu& I was taken off hur 
off Long Branch by tho tug Fix*d B. DnL- 
zell, commanded by H. C. DeXyse, and 
brought direct to this city. 1 landed ;vt 
pier 8, ?•!. R., and reported afc ouco to the 
headquarters of tho revolutionary party 
iu the Manhattan building. They told 
mo that they had received tulugrams from 
Woods Holl, .Mass., and from Boston, 
saying- that tho rest of the crew aud the 
ruvnSutionist's wero all safe, with the ex- 
ception of the sis that were drowned 
when we left the stuamship. 


'•Thore wcru no Americans on board tho 


Hawkins. They wcro all Cubans, who 
had. 
been enlisted in this city to Oght for 


tho cau.so of freedom for Cuba. Wo were 
not drilled in this city, but wero unlisted 
for the causa. Wo only know that wo 
wore going to Cuba. No one, except tho 
captain and tho commander, knew what 
part of Cuba we were bound for.11 


It was learned at the ofiice of P. B. Dal- 


zell & Co. that their tug, which, brought; 
Hernandez to this city, was liuiled by the 
schooner Leunder V. 
Beobe, 40 miles 


southeast of Barnegat, N. J. The Haw- 
kins' survivors ou board asked to bo taken 
off aud brought to New York. Seventy 
ojfthom wcro transferred to the Dalzull 
and brought to this city, Hernandez land- 
ing, as before stated, at pier 8, North 
river, the remainder disembarking at 
pier 40, Nurth river. 


At the Cuban headquarters, 66 "Broad- 


way, it was denied that thu Hawkius was 
on its way to Cuba. "Wo would have 
known about her," said Secretary Gou- 
salvos do Guesadu, "if sho hud been lilted 
out for Cuba. The report that Garcia was 
aboard is absolutely false, as he is still in 
this city. 


Will Fit-lit For Morton. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29.— "The Now York 


Republican delegation iu the house will 
hold a conference within a few days in 
tho interest of Levi P. Morton's candidacy 
for the presidential nomination," said 
Representative 
South wick 
yesterday. 


"Tho Republican nfeinbers of tho New 
York delegation are unanimous In- urging 
llr. ilortoh in preference to other candi- 
dates mentioned for the St. Louis nomi- 
nation. That matter was definitely deter- 
mined a?far back aa September of last 
year, when the Republican state converr- 
tion at Saratoga presented Mr. 'Morton's 
name with unanimity and enthusiasm. If 
any lingering doubfc remained It should 
have been removed by Mr. Morton's ra- 
cont announceut of his candidacy." 


Unsatisfactory State of Affairs. 


"WASHINGTON, Jan. 
29.— Major General 


Miles appeared before tho committee on 
coast defenses yesterday, and made a 
statement 
of the coast defenses. 
Ho 


stated that tho guns now mounted at 
most ports are smooth bores of obsolete 
patterns and useless, and are mounted on 
rotten carriages. The only places where 
provision has been made for any consider- 
able defense are New York, San Fran- 
cisco and Boston, and defenses at these 
places arc entirely inadequate and unsuf- 
flcient. He estimated tho entire cost of 
defenses for adequate protection of the 
country at about $8Q,000,(K;0 for fortifi- 
cations and guns. This would not include 
tho cost of ammunition and projectiles. 


Looks Dud For Williamson. 


"WICHITA, Kan., Jan. 2Q.— In the trial of 


F. M. Williamson, charged with murder-
